Southern City Experiences
Its Most Disastrous

NEW YORK MAN KILLED.

Business Centre Burned, with a
Loss of from $1,000,000
to $1,500,000.

Knoxyille, Tenn., April & —Never In the
history of Knoxville has the clty suffered
such b loss by fire as It did to-dsy. The
very heart of the cfty, Including some of
the largest wholesale and retall business
houses in the South, were destroyed.

The loss ls variously estimated at from
£1,000,000 to $1.500,000, with about 60 per
dent of Ihsurnnee.

The regls-
ter of the Hotel Knox, In which fAfty-six
people wers sleeping, was. burned. The
proprietor of the hotel says that be had
five or slx guests who have not put in an
sppenrnnce.
